* not lend his voice or vote to a measure which carried in it no general 
""provisions, which he declares are necessary. There were three mem- 
bers whose votes were not cast, one, Greenwell, having been called 
: to his Kona home by the news of tbe illness'of his sister; while 


Oili is ill, and Jaeger was absent. All the others put their votes in 
favor of the measure and the members gathered in the rear, and 
cheered for the passage of the measure. 


There is growing question as to the passage of the: Long city 


and county act. It is recognized that it is out of tune with the 
county, bill and general city bill, which have both passed. There is 
some talk that the Long bill will be amended, even though it will 
'mean the taking out of it.of the special touches which hafe been 
imparted, the taking out of the provisions for county school and 
iealth bureaus, and in general the writing down of the measure to 
the basis of the general legislation. The Senate has been consider- 
ing the matter at some length, and the outcome is still a question. 


A long list of bills was taken up by the House during its ses- 


sions, but the'docket was not cleared, owing to the fact that the 
members wanted to have an evening off to celebrate the passage of 
the county law, and so did not hold a night session. 


The Senate went through the order of the day in a hurry yes- 


terday and adjourned before three o'clock. Jn the morning notice 
•was received from the House of the passage of the general municipal 
•..'bill' which in the opinion of a majority of the Senators obviates thtt 
necessity for the passage of theJLong bill, granting a special charter 
to Honolulu.

There is some slight tendency on th» 


pert of merchants in Honolulu In cer- 
tain lines to complain that trade is not 
as brisk as it should be at this time 
of the year, but on the whole there 
does not seem to be any good cause for 
complaint. The spring trade has not 
perhaps opened as lively as it should 
in all lines, but business bas neverthe- 
less held its own since the opening of 
the year. Notably, there has been an 
increase in the tonnage of the harbor, 
save in the month of March, when the 
number of ships coming into the port 
fell off because of light winds hi south- 
ern latitudes.

• Although It is at the extreme west, 
Hawaii is not alone In the western. 
United States in attempting to attract 
the favorable notice of home seekers. 
The communities of the mainland west 
work 
harmoniously and- more as a 


Whole toward this end, .however, recog- 
nising- that with new men come new 
methods—and that new methods are 
sometimes better for a land than the old. 
'For.there are other merits besides age. 
Also, the communities of the mainland 
weet bave powerful aids 'to their tip- 
bnildmg In the great 'transcontinental 
railways and the officers of them, each 
rjBcognizing that In bringing new peo- 
ple to the country and inducing their 
settlement he is building future trade 
foi; his particular line, and so making 
hia place more secure by making his 


» services more valuable to the com- 


pany, he represents. One of these rail- 
way'officials, a general passenger agent 
of x»ne of the northern railways, speak- 
ing at a dinner In a great Oregon city 
not very long ago, used, these -words: , 


"If the present residents of Oregon 


wfll look after the newcomer a bit and 
give some evidence of a desire to have 
htm remain, it will go a long way to- 
reard making the Immigrant stay with 


. ua, A pleasant word and a friendly 


greeting to-the stranger te worth much 
to -him and costs the giver little. He 
perhaps knows almost no one and is 
lonesome, and if allowed to drift along 
without attention from his neighbors 
be- is very apt to become dissatisfied 
and return. Encourage him, however, 
until he has established himself and 
made new friends and become one of 
us, and he will not be apt to regret the 
move." 


Now, 
what is good advice to Oregon 


is good advice to people in these 1817 
ande. Nobody will dispute the open 
hospitality of 'the people of Honolulu 
and of the islands generally. The Ha- 


, waiians, and the white people who 
have come after them, have always .been 
•noted for their hospitality. No man 
has ever needed to go without food and 
abed, anywhere on the Islands, though 
there are many places where there are 
no hotels and where there never have 
been hotels. But more- is meant, in 
this, than hospitality to the stranger. 
There is a tendency on the part of the 
pepple here, quickly perceived by the 
stranger, to look upon the newcomer, 
not as a man who has lost caste—for 
the, .new comer has no caste—but as 
a man who must prove himself by the 
single test of long residence before he 
la accepted at anything like full value. 
.We all honor the pioneers, of course. 
*Ehe men who open a country are men 
wno have stern stuff in them, . They 
•must have, or they would not adven- 
ture into strange lands. But for that 
very reason they and their descendants 
should accord a welcome, and some- 
thing of more honorable status than 
•ia the rule to strangers that adventure 
mto the land now. For it is possible 
that the stranger has ideas. That is 
not a monopoly of the old-timer, al- 
though he may have some monopolies. 


NOT AN INFANTILE NAVY. 


The comment of a Berlin paper, fol- 


lowing Admiral Dewey's strictures, that 
the American Navy la "sun*ei;lng from 
infantile disease," would be wittier if 
true. The American Navy la over a 
century and a quarter old while the 
German Navy la one of the youngest in 
the world. Before 1870 no German State 
•sought sea power, the Prussian war 
marine being of such nominal strength 
that it cut no figure in the war with 
France; but as far back as 1776 the 
American Navy was making headway 
against the greatest naval power in the 
world. The armed *hips.of the United 
States were the first to resist the'trib- 
ute exacted 
of Mediterranean com- 


merce by the Dey of Algiers; they 
made a distinguished- record in the war 
of 1812: at Shlmonoseki they did their 
part in subduing Japan's rebellious 
clansmen; during the Civil war, Ameri- 
cans, through the Invention of the iron- 
clad and the monitor, revolutionized 
the -world's navies;' and in that period 
the United States had the largest arm- 
ed fleet afloat. Although Europe ac- 
counted Spain a naval-match for this 
country when the war_of 1898 broke out, 
the Americans .sunk or captured every 
Spanish vessel which came out to fight, 
tfo navy has fought more battles In 
the same period of time and lost fewer

[The Officialanil Commercial B«oord.] 


The Merchant*' Association and th 


Chamber of Commerce have 'both met 
appointed committee*, who In turn 
have appointed disinterested experts 
who have examined the Mutual Tele 
phone Company's system and cross 
examined its manager. The experts 
have reported, the committees have re- 
ported and the .associations have act- 
ed, In each case Unanimously.' The 
one decision arrived at IB that the ex- 
isting system. 1« po.bad;that nothrag 
but practical re-construction in large 
part, will remedy.the situation. If 
this were all, ithei outlook would not 
be1 so bad; but the worst of It is that 
the new construction now going on, 
is of the same "faulty character which 
has mainly caused the break down of 
the present system, .vis: the use of 
porcelain .knobs instead of glass In- 
sulators /to support the. wires. The 
governmient 'electric Inspector, Mr. 
Hasson, ..and the'.three experts "who 
acted for 'the mercantile organizations, 
all state that the use of the porcelain 
insulators is the main cause of the 
trouble. The Superintendent of the 
Company, Mr. Lehigh, alone maintains 
that .they should. JbeT. used. The reasons 
in their favor are that they are cheap 
and that they are. small, allowing more 
wires on a cross arm . than if 
the 


larger glass insulators are used. The 
reply la that both 'reasons are insuffi- 
cient in 'view..of the- fact, that the por- 
celain .Insulator does not insulate in 
wet weather, while a glass one does. 


The contention 'of'.the experts Is 


borne out by'the results, for it is com- 
mon knowledge that telephones which 
work fairly well in-^ry weather, go 
out of commission with the first show-, 
er. . The only possible explanation of 
this is, that the Insulation being de-- 
fective," the electric' current leaks off 
the wire .through each defective Insu 
lator, until none is left with which to 
transmit the message.

FEDERAL GRAND 


JURY IS DONE 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The Federal grand jury completed its 


labors yesterday afternoon and made 
a final report to Judge Estee. Alto- 
gether four indictments were returned, 
and one case, that of Albert Nilson, 
mate of the "Alpena," was ignored. He

for the Goebel murder, was an outlaw 
before the Goebel murder was com- 
mitted. He was seeking to obtain a 
pardon for the murder of one George 
Baker when, it is alleged, he was sent 
for to go to Frankfort where he would 
be given his pardon. Henry Youtsey, 
now serving a life sentence for com- 
plicity In the Goebel murder, recently 
made a confession In which he stated 
that Taylor then stated. "By 
Howard is the man. He has been in 
Frankfort after a pardon and could set- 
itle this Governorship contest by kill- 
ing Goebel." Youtsey then says that 
the arrangement was made wlt"h How- 
ard that he should secure his pardon 
and $1600 an* another pardon after- 
wards for the murder of Goebel.

WAS WRONG 


(From Wednesday's dolly.) 


Representative "Wright of the Second 


District of' Kona, Hawaii, came near 
being punisbed for contempt of court 
by Judge Wllcoi yesterday forenoon. 
The representative Appeared as the at- 
torney for his brother-in-law, Adam 
Duncan, the police ofljcer, who -was 
placed under arrest on Saturday even- 
ing for using profane language and 
calling attaches vile names at .the sta- 
tion while in uniform. On Monday, 
Speaker Beckley punished tbe legislator 
for being absent 
Tasterday Judge 


Wilcox had just a wee doubt in his 
ihind as to how far legislators, while 
attending legislative sessions, were 
amenable to the law. Had be known 
in court what he learned later on, the 
representative would surely have been 
sent to jail. 
The prosecution put on the stand 


Joe Storer, the Porto Rican boy who 
has been assisting the Deputy Sheriff 
in running to earth several of the worst 
Porto Rican and negro criminals in 
town. Joe testified 4hat while he was 
sitting in a carriage hired by the 
Deputy Sheriff and which was standing - 
before the-Police Station Duncan came 
along and .called him several vile 
names. When the testimony was all 
in, Wright arose and asked the Judge •; 
to-disratss the defendant, alleging that J 
the prosecution had failed to prove 
Duncan's guilt. Then Wright made the 
following remark which electrified the 
court and the spectators: "That boy is 
a black 
. Anybody can teU 


that by looking into his face." The 
Deputy Sheriff arose at once and de- 
manded that such language be with- 
drawn. He charged Wright with lack- 
Ing a sense of honor, especially as he 
was a man engaged in framing laws for 
the country. He requested the Judge 
to commit him for contempt of court. 


Then Judge Wilcox turned loose on 


Wright and gave him a tongue-lash- 
ing. 
"I wish to tell you that you can 


not use that kind of language In this 
court," said he angrily, "and if you 
ever do it again I will take summary 
action with you." Wright .endeavored 
to frame an excuse but got no .-bearing. 
-EHs-client was then adjudged guDty 
and fined WO and costs. 
It is common report that many of the 


native legislators feel that they are 
above tbe law and cannot be punished 
for any offense they may commit while 
the legislature is in session. One legis-

Now, 
everybody knows that the mos- 


quito Is one of the most serious pests 
afflicting the people of these islands. 
Everybody does not know, 'perhaps, 
that the mosquito is an Imported-pest 
It has been here eo long, and has made 
itself so much at home, that It is sup- 
posed to be here by prescriptive right, 
much the same as any other native— 
and, 
possibly, that fs the reason. why 


no systematic 
effort 
has ever been 


made to get rid of it. People have 
hesitated to attack so old.a settier— 
almost an aborigine, in fact. Of course 
there are Instances of individual war- 
fare upon It. No man hesitates to kill 
a mosquito, if he can, if it bites him— 
or even, sometimes, if Its singing be- 
come unbearable to the tried nerves. 
But systematic war*as never yet been 
undertaken. Perhaps, whes» everybody 
knows that the mosquito does not be- 
long to the land but is himself—or her- 
self, for It is the lady mowjultoe* who 
do the 
biting and 
the- singing—a 


Rtrangrer no consideration of that kind 
will be allowed to stand in the way 
of a systematic effort at annihilation. 
The Btory of the coming of the mos- 
quito is thus told by I>. U. Van Dine, 
entomologist ftt the loca.1 C. S. Experi- 
ment Station: 


"Previous to the year 1826 rnosquttoe* 


werp unknown here. During that year 
they wpre brought to the port of La- 
hftlna on the inland of Maul in the 
ship 'Welllnfrton' from Ran Bias, MeXr 
Irn.

"Tbe one Introduced was the common 


'night' mosquito or Culex. The 'day* 
mosquito (Stegomyta) was introduced 
during the present generation. Since 
.the moflqulto Introduced in 1828 was the 
Culex and Culex pipiens is the abun- 
dant mosquito here and -the one oc- 
) earring generally over the Islands, the 
(inference Is that this is the species 
brought here on the *htp 'Wellington' 
from San Bias, Mexico.

In consequence of his efforts, 
Johnston - says that the Secretary of 
the Treasury- rendered 'a decision over- 
ruling the action of the Collector, and 
holding thaf the merchandise was not 
subject to duty, and ordered the re- 
turn of the $1864 already paid. 


Plaintiff further says that the defend-
